SUMMARY OF INCIDENT: 



On 03-09-18, several employees of the Pathway Home, which is located on the 
Yountville Veteran’s Home property, reported an active shooter inside the building. 
The Pathway Home is a locked facility with the purpose of providing therapeutic 
counseling and educational training to Veterans suffering with mental health 
related problems. The witnesses told Napa Dispatch the suspect was a former 
resident of the facility, was armed with a rifle, and had lots of ammunition on his 
person. Witnesses also told Dispatch the suspect had three hostages with him 
inside the building. Dispatch broadcast the aforementioned information to on-duty 
patrol units to respond. Dispatch updated respondin^mit^rt^h additional 
information from Witnesses that the suspect was^|^^^^^nd had been 
enlisted in the Army or the Marines. Dep. Steve Lombardi was in Yountville at the 
time of dispatch and the first to arrive on scene. Dep. Lombardi armed himself 
with his assigned AR-15 rifle based on the information provided him by Dispatch 
and entered the building. Dep. Lombardi was directed by a witness to where the 
suspect was generally located on the second floor of the building. Dep. Lombardi 
began a building search for the suspect and located him in a break room on the 
second floor. When Dep. Lombardi pushed open the door, he observed the 
suspect holding the rifle in an upward position, and noticed it had a flashlight 
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attached to the suspect rifle, similar to the one on his rifle. Dep. Lombardi 
retreated as he heard the distinct sound of an AR-15 style rifle action being 
“racked”, which he identified as the suspect was preparing to go active with 
shooting. At the same time, Dep. Lombardi heard a female voice scream from 
inside the room. Dep. Lombardi fired at the suspect with his rifle, to the position 
Dep. Lombardi last saw the suspect standing. The suspect also fired numerous 
bullets from inside the room in the direction of Dep. Lombardi. Dep. Lombardi 
retreated to a position of cover and waited for additional units to arrive. The 
incident was partially captured on Veteran’s Home security footage, and Dep. 
Lombardi’s assigned BWC camera. The building was later searched by SWAT 
teams who located three deceased females in the room along with the suspect 
who was also deceased. An autopsy later revealed none of the victims or suspect 
were struck by any of Dep. Lombardi’s bullets he fired from his rifle. 


Awareness 

On 03-09-18,1 was off-duty and spoke with^^^^^^^^^|by telephone who 
informed me of the active shooter situation at the Veteran’s Home. I responded to 
the Veteran’s Home to provide initial Incident Command assistance. Upon my 
arrival, I was informed the CHP is to be the lead investigating agency for the 
criminal incident as it occurred on State property. I was told Dep. Lombardi was 
the sole Peace Officer involved in the actual shooting incident and that Dep. 
Lombardi had fired his rifle during the incident. Later that afternoon, I was 
assigned to conduct the I/A for this incident. 

The CHP delivered the completed criminal investigation files to the Napa Sheriffs 
Office in early September 2018. The files were given to me at that point for review 
and completion of this investigation. 


OPINIONS AND CONCLUSIONS: 

Through the course of this investigation, I have consulted with the CHP regarding 
the findings of their investigation and reviewed their completed case files. I have 
reviewed media footage related to the shooting and conducted investigatory 
research into the circumstances of the incident. Based on these facts, I believe 
the following information summarizes the events surrounding the shooting 
incident. 

The suspect in this case,^^^^^^|was 36 years old at th^ime of the incident 
and a Veteran of the U.S. Army.

On 03/09/18,^^H'’®turned to the Pathway Home arme^ith weapons with the 
intent to cause harm to Shushereba, Golick and Loeber. BBentered the facility 
bearing an AR-15 style rifle chambered in caliber .308 and a side by side 12 
gauge shotgun. He had additional ammunition for the weapons on his person and 
also was wearing shooting glasses and shooting ear protection. He entered 
through the basement to the first floor where he kicked open the door and went up 
to the second floor of the Pathway Home. 
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The facility has surveillance cameras throuohou^e building set for video only and 
no sound capture. The cameras capturec^^^^Jmovements until he entered a 
break room where the shooting occurred, ^^^walked directly to the break room 
as it had previously been advertised to anyone in the facility that a going away 
party with staff would be held in the room that day. Sl^^^^eba, Golick and 
Loeber were inside the room along with others, when^^H®'^^®''®^ room. 

stated to the room something similar to “Veterans get the fuck out. The 
Veterans in the room left immediately and then^^Hallowed the remaining room 
occupants to leave except for Shushereba, Golick and Loeber. After releasing the 
others^His seen closing the door to the room and no cameras existed in the 
break room to capture what was said or occurred inside. 

After witnesses exited the facility, several of them began to call 911 and told 
Dispatch there was an “Active Shooter” at the Pathway Home. Dispatch then 
made radio broadcasts to available units with the information they had obtained 
from the reporting parties. 

At the time of radio dispatch (approximately 1021 hours) Dep. Steve Lombardi was 
working patrol assigned to the Town of Yountville, and was the closest Deputy. 
Dispatch made the following sequential radio broadcasts over the radio as Dep. 
Lombardi responded to the in progress call. He heard and processed the 
information to determine his response and actions for the incident. 

“Possible shooting occurring at the Vet’s Home, 100 California Drive” 

"...it’s a possible active shooter subject with a rifle, holding three people hostage 
at the Pathway Home” 

‘‘Possible shooting with three people hostage” 

‘‘Responsible 36 years old, former resident, with semi-auto Just let 

three hostages go. 

“He was a previous Marine or was in the Army. He has bullets around his waist 
and other stuff on his jacket unknown what. Was discharged two weeks ago 

“Subject’s on the second story, no shots being fired yet” 

“Be advised still has three people Inside” 

“He does have a sash of bullets around his neck 

After arriving on scene, Dep. Lombard i met w ith a witness out front who let him in 
the building and directed him to where^^^was last seen on the second floor 
Dep Lombardi advanced to the second floor with his patrol rifle and searched the 
immediate areas he encountered. Dep. Lombardi was deliberate in his decision 
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making, as evidenced by his radio traffic and depictions captured on the facility 
surveillance cameras. He adva nced do wn the hall toward the break room, 
however he did not know where^^^|or the victims were at the time. 

Dep. Lombardi cleared a room directly adjacent t o the b reak room first. He then 
pushed open the brea k room d oor where he saw^|H|standing on the other side 
of the open door way. ^^^^vas holding his rifl^r^Tready” position and Dep. 
Lombardi remembers seeing a light attached to the end of the rifle, similar to the 
one on his rifle. The door shut under its own weight and Dep. Lombardi 
simultaneously he ard the d istinct sound of an AR-15 rifle being "racked” (loaded), 
from where he saw^^^| At the same time, Dep. Lombardi heard the distinct 
sound of a woman’s scream come from within the room. Dep. Lombardi believed 
^^|was preparing to go “Active”. Dep. Lombardi immediately retreated to a 
position of cover. 


Dep. Lombardi felt the women inside and he were in immediate and grave harm of 
being killed. Dep. Lombardi exited from cover and engaged the last position he 
saw the suspect standing, by firing several rounds from his patrol rifle. His 
decision to fire was based on his desire to preserve humai^ife, by preventing the 
suspect from killing the hostages or himself (Lombardi), ^^^returned fire at 
Dep. Lombardi by firing his rifle through the doorway in Dep. Lombardi’s direction. 
Dep. Lombardi retreated to cover and prepared to reengage the suspect. 


After the initial volley of fire between Dep. Lombardi and| 


[several other 

shots were heard fired from within the room with a pau se and then a distinct single 
shot. It is believed during the second volley of fire that^^^murdered 
Shush ereba. Golick and Loeber by shooting them with his rifle multiple times. 

Ithen killed himself by firing a single shotgun round into his head. 


Later in the day, entry was made into the bre akroom where it was discovered the 
three female victims had been murdered and^^^Bsommitted suicide. The scene 
was processed for evidence by CHP and autopsies were later conducted. It was 
determined that none of the bullets fired by Dep. Lombardi struck either the victims 
or suspect. 


FINDING: 

1. Section 300.3: Use of Force- Deputies shali use only that amount of 
force that reasonably appears necessary given the facts and 
circumstances perceived by the Deputy at the time of the event to 
accomplish a legitimate iaw enforcement purpose. 
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Based on the totality of this investigation and evidence recovered, it is my opinion 
that Deputy Steve Lombardi acted properly and \A/ithin policy guidelines. Dep. 
Lombardi responded to a terrifying incident without regard for his own personal 
safety, acting with extreme courage and intent on protecting life. Before entering 
the building Dep. Lombardi knew his own life was in danger, and still upheld his 
duty to prevent great bodily injury or death to others. My finding is that he did not 
use excessive force and is EXONERATED.

On 03/09/18, at approximately 1600 hours, I was assione^Mh^ead investigator 
for the administrative investigation for this case I was told Dep. 

Steve Lombardi was currently at the Sheriffs Office and had been there since 
shortly after the shooting incident. I was informed Dep. Lombardi was very 
drained and wanted to leave the office, but would wait until I arrived. 

At 1648 hours, I met with De^LombardMr^h^nvestigations area where I found 
he was accompaniec^v^^^Hand ^^^^f^H^Mfor peer support. Dep. 
Lombardi’s attorney,^^^^H^^^wa^^peake^none in the room. Dep. 
Lombardi requested remain in the room with him. 

I explained to Dep. Lombardi the process involved with the administrative 
investigation. I ordered him not to speak with anyone other than his attorney until 
advised otherwise by Administration. I read an admonition to Dep. Lombardi while 
his attorney listened via speaker phone and commented. 

I asked him if he wanted to provide a voluntary blood sample and he declined to 
do so. 

I explained to him we would be in touch when a date was determined for an 
interview regarding the incident. Dep. Lombardi then left the office. I did not 
interview him or speak with him any further about the incident. 
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Let me know when you guys are ready. 

Ready when you guys are. 

All right. Deputy Lombardi, uh, thank you for coming in today. 
Um, the time right now is 10:44. It's, uh, Thursday, March 15“' and we're at the Napa County 
Sheriffs Department. Um, this investigation is regarding a significant incident that happened 
March 9‘\ 2018, at approximately, uh, 1030 hours at the Veterans Home of California. The 
address there is 100 California Drive. Uh, it took place at Madison Hall, which is Section G in, 
uh. City limits of Yountville, California. Uh, CHP case number is F as in Frank, 15-325-18. 

Um, to be clear, this is a, a criminal investigation into the attempted murder, um, of a peace 
officer and murders of three employees and one, uh, unborn child. Uh, Deputy Lombardi, in this 
instance, uh, is both a victim and a witness in this investigation.

anybody, um, about this incident in any type of detail that's not either your legal counsel or, urn, 
somebody in your, um, administration from your department? 

Deputy Steven Lombardi; Just I've been talking with my attorney. 

Okay. Have you, um, have you seen any of the media, uh, whether 
it be prints or, um, video or photographs of the incident? 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: I've seen photographs of the three women that didn't make it. 

Okay. 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: And the shooter. 

Okay. You seen their, uh, their, um, stock photographs that have 
beenSwniithemSrOkay. Um, because this is a, this is a significant iiicident, uh, that 
occurred that day, it's emotional, um, we wanna give you the opportunity to give us, uh, your 
state of mind and a, a statement, uh, beginning from when you first became aware of 
incident, um, up until, uh, the time that you were relieved, and if you could give as much detail 
as possible to include, um, what you saw, what you heard over the, the broadcast over your radio, 
um, and any interactions that you had with anybody while en route, after you arrived, um, up 
until that time when you were relieved. Uh, are you prepared to do that today? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: 


To the best of my ability, yes. 



Okay. Thank you. 


And just so we're all clear for the record, uh, we, we discussed, um, that, 
um, the whole point of this is for the, for Steve to give his state of mind, uh, out there for you 
guys uh prior to viewing any new video, um, but should be his state of mind with reference to, 
uh, the discharge of his, of his firearm at that, at that time. So that's what he's, he's prepared to 
do’at, at this time and then we can take a break and, and discuss how we're gonna go from there.

Deputy Steven Lombardi: So you wanna, uh, know what I shot, what, what I, what was in my 
mind before I fired my weapon? 


Yeah, we, we'd like to get as much detail of what you remember 
from the time that you, uh. were aware of this call to the time that you were relieved, um, so 
even, uh, any interaction that you had, uh, over the, the radio with dispatch or anything you heard 
from’dispatch and how that affected your state of mind and how that, um, affected the way that 
you were responding to this call. 










Deputy Steven Lombardi; So I was in my patrol car southbound on Washington Street. Urn, 
the call came out as an active shooter and at first I was, thought it was gonna be one of those, uh, 
not, not really an active shooter false alarms, and then as the dispatcher kept saying on the radio, 
I realized, that this is a real thing, this is, this is an active shooter, and 1 can just remember 
hearing my heartbeat thumping in my ears, and as I'm going up to the vets' home, I have my, I 
remember thinkin’ about this, they give us these, um, urn - 



Deputy Steven Lombardi: Yeah, plate carriers and I, mine's in my locker and I always bitched 
about it 'cause they're heavy and I, I was like I can go back for it, no, I, I have to go, I have to, I 
can't go back for it. I, I will never complain about the thing again. So I was my, on my way to 
the vets' home. I'm tryin' to, tryin' to reach over and grab my, my, um, magazine pouch. I keep 
my, 'cause it carries my extra, um, rifle and pistol mags and I had to stop my car 'cause 1 couldn't 
clip it on to my, my baton ring holders how I have it set up and then it straps on, and I, I, I 
couldn't clip it on, and, and, so I got that clipped on. I got it locked in and I, and I had trouble 
buckling, and as I'm going up to the vets' home, I couldn't remember where G was and, um, I 
looked, I was looking for my map in my car 'cause 1,1 don't wanna end up in the middle of this, 
in the wrong spot, and, um, I remember tryin' to get my ear piece in my, in my, tun, in my mic, 
microphone, thing, I, so I could hear it in my ear and it was really hard to get in that hole, and at 
some point I took my rifle out and, um, I remember turning on to where F is, behind F on the 
west side, and a lady in a black SUV, um, I stopped 'cause I think I, I, I think I asked her for 
directions to, to G. Um, she said something, I don't remember what she said. Um, so I, I 
continued on and then I saw a, a woman on the north side of G and she was, um, waving her 
arms, and, um, so I pulled in and I got out and 1 contacted her and she said, um, no shots fired. 
She, she didn't hear any shots fired or shots fired something, not, no shots fired, and then I can 
remember being really scared and I’m by myself and I don't think my odds are very good of 
surviving this and I took cover because she came into the building with me and I couldn't let her 
go forward. I told her to go back. 

Steve take your time for

All right. We're, uh, back after a short break. It's, uh, 11:05. Uh, 
Deputy Lombardi, I just wanted to ask you if you have a preference in how 1 refer to you? I 
don't wanna overstep in this.

Deputy Steven Lombardi: After I located him, I heard him rack the rifle, I heard him rack, it 
sounded like our M4’s and I heard her scream and I fired my gun because I wanted to stop the 
threat. I wanted to save her, I didn't want, I, I didn't want her to die. That's why I fired my gun. 
That's why I shot.

Deputy Steven Lombardi; I want you to know what I, I want you, I want you to hear from me 
before I start seeing the video. Cause if I see something I don’t remember I want my statement to 
be pure. 











Okay. Okay. 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: So, I have the woman stay downstairs. I go up. I come up to the 
top of the, um, where the stairs come in and there’s elevators there. I remember looking left. I 
remember searching what I thought is a bathroom. Which is kind of a strange memory into 
bathroom but in the stalls. I remember going down towards the nursing station. I remember 
turning right and the shooter door is in front of me. I remember seeing an open door on the right. 
Or a door on the right. I remember going in that room and searching the next room. When I get 
to, to where the suspect was at, I remember feeling squished, is the best I can describe it. I 
cracked open the door. I saw the light on the rifle It's mormted. It's the same lights we use on 
our rifle. Uh, he's kinda standing, the rifle is kinda pointing this way, um, so I, I back up. I turn 
around and I go around the comer. I think I went around comer. I want to say I remember. I'm 
not sure if I got the aroimd the eomer or not but I remember hearing the rifle rack and I 
remember hearing that high pitched scream and I don't remember if I was around the comer or 
not but, uh, I remember popping out and I remember shooting, right where I last saw him to stop 
him from tryin' - 'cause I know he's gorma go active after I hear him cycle his weapon and I hear 
that soimd, and I heard her scream, and that's why, that's when I shot. Uh, then, um, rounds 
started coming out of the door. I backed up. I fired again. I don't remember, I don't remember if 
it was to try, trying to re-engage him or in retreat. I remember being in the hallway and the 
whole hallway turned to this fog. Of like a white fog. I remember, um, doing a tactical reload 
thinkin g he's gonna come out. I got, I gotta make sure I have a full magazine. So I did a tactical 
reload. Uh, I remember, uh, saying shots fired. I remember, um, saying 1199. I remember 
pushing my 1199 Button and the damn thing wouldn't beep. I couldn't hear it beep all. I 
remember, um, tryin' to put out traffic. I, I'm not sure when I did this, but I couldn't get out on 
the radio. I even switched my radio to repeater and it wouldn't work. Um, I remember trying to 
direct people in, um, where it was safe for them to enter. Um, and then the first face I saw was 
Um, after that, um we started, we started to, um, formulate a plan to secure him 
and they asked me if he had, if, where he was at and I tried to tell 'em. I tried to draw on my, on 
a card I pulled outta my pocket and, um, it, what, they weren't getting it. A guy asked me if I had 
a sharpie and I, I didn't have -1 looked and I didn't have a sharpie, so I drew it on the wall, um, 
of where we were at and where he was at. Uh, I remember taking a position and hugging up next 
to a guy on the wall 'cause of someone needed relief, and I, I, I remember feeling his leg on my 
shoulder and I didn't waima shoot him so thaf^hy like, I, I hugged up next to him so if he came 
aroimd the comer I could engage him. Um^^^^^ot there. Uh, he started to formulate a plan 
and, and we moved up and I didn't waima move up but I did. One thing I can remember and I 
told you this, one thing I remember, uh, the shooting part was as clear as I'm speaking to you is 
hearing myself say, I don't warm^ie^Mon't wanna die. Um, I, I re member tha t very clearly. 
We moved up. Um, I remember^^^Hgoing across the doorway. going across by 

the nursing st ation. Um,^^^^BwasOT my right. We took up a position to cover the hallway. 
Um,^^^^ I think asked me something. I don't remember what he asked me 

but I remember him saying those are 308 rounds. The holes are too big, and he told us to back 
up 'cause we were right on the comer. Um, and as that^vas^ll^oing_on then, uh, at some point 
relieved me and I left, they out outside with

videos, did you want to do that now?

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Okay. 


Okay. Um, so, you, you mention that you got the call and, uh, you 
were on your way or you decided that you, you had to respond and, um, you declined to go get 
your plate carriers that you didn't have. Uh, well why, why does your department issue you plate 
carriers? Do you know the purpose of the plate carriers? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: The plate carrier is to protect the, the main torso from, um, high, 
high velocity rounds or rifle rounds.

Um, When you decided to continue on and still respond, 
um^S^m^escnb^n^adio traffic that you got from dispatch or any information that you got 
from dispatch or any other radio traffic that you heard maybe from other officers that were, that 
were responding? 


I just remember active shooter. I remember hearing the unit from 
Fairfield answer up on the radio. Um, as I'm preparing, as I'm preparing to go there. I’m trying 
to get my gear on. I can just remember hearing my heartbeat in my ears. I'm thinkin' this is the 
real thing. This is the real active shooter. He's a, he's a vet. I thought they, I think they said he 
was a marine and I didn't give my self much chance. He's got combat experience. I have none 
and the feeling of loneliness is going through that and I've been scared, but I've never felt fear 
like that. Ever. 











If I may, Steve, when you got that call, do you recall what the address 
was or any information as to, to where you're responding? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: Um, they said Section G. 

Okay. 

And 1,1 remember 1 couldn't remember where Section G. 1 had a 
general idea of where Section G is, but I couldn't remember, and we usually have a map of the 
vet's home in the passenger visor and I looked there as I'm going up, but I couldn't find it and I'm 
thinkin' I don't want to end up in firont of where this guy's at. 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: Um, I remember they said I think he had an assault rifle or M4. 
Um, for some reason M4 sticks out in my head. I remember then hearing -1 remember hearing 
he had a lot of ammo .Um, I remember that. And it was at the Path, it was at the Pathway 
Home. They said, it was at the Pathway Home. 



Okay. What do you know about Pathway? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: Um, that Pathway Home is where, uh, veterans come back and 
they suffer fi^om PTSD from combat, um, and they get treated there. Um, because they're 
having, they're have problems, um, integrating back into society and dealing with um, going to 
war. 


|Okay. Thank you. 

Knowing that information, that you're responding to a space that 
specifically treats combat veterans that have PTSD, did that change or, um, did that make you 
feel any different than a reg, responding to a regular call? 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Yeah.

Can you tell me how um, how that’s different than 
responding to somewhere else on the, um, on the home for the Veterans?

Um, not wanting to come into, um, 
pulling up and take rounds. I, I mean it, it's a complete disadvantage.

Uh, it was given to me by the Veteran’s Home of California and it's uh, just a map of the 
property and you would come in from this direction and then Section G is not a symbolic here 
it’s highlighted in yellow. So, if you could, would you mind, um, drawing on here just your 
pathway and how you got in there? I have a, oh there you go. 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: I don't remember where I stopped. Um, somewhere in the parking 
lot, I think. Um, but I came around, I came arovmd this way, up and around.

Okay. Um, along this, this pathway that you've drawn on here, did 
you, uh, pass anybody that, uh, you, you either stopped your car and talked to or you were 
already out on foot and made contact with?

Deputy Steven Lombardi; Wait she told me, she said something, um, I think she said second 
floor to the right because when I got to the top of the steps I had trouble remembering did she say 
left or right and, and myself, my head, I said, I think she said right.

I think that was, I think that was there. 


- okay. And then you entered, um, the stairs basically come in 
right here if I remember correctly and you can, uh, help me if I’m wrong here. Did you enter in 
through here and then go up this flight of stairs? 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: I, I'm not sure. Um, by looking at the diagram, um, but I did go up 
a flight of steps.

I remember, okay, this is, this looks kind of 
different to me but, um, I remember coming to the top of the stairs and looking left and right and 
that's where I was, did she say left or did she say right. I think she said right.

Keep in mind that some of these doors can be, could have been 
closed at the time; so there may be a room there on this diagram but that doesn't necessarily 
mean that — 


Brett Sherman: Just for, uh, reference, this is the nurse's station right here. 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Okay. Um, so then I, I started this way. 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: And I remember searching the bathroom. It's kind of a weird 
memory. 



Deputy Steven Lombardi; Um, I just remember stall doors, um, I, I went through that and 

then I came back out and I just continued. Um, south. 



Deputy Steven Lombardi: Um, I knew that was like a utility closet, um, two large metal 
doors. Um, I came through here. I came into here. I cleared this and then that's where, um, I 
saw, I, I opened the door and I saw the, the rifle and and the light on the rifle. 


Okay. When you, uh, cleared this room was this room initially was 
the door open or closed, do you remember? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: I don't remember. 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: I don't, I don't remember. 

Okay. When you, uh, when you looked in to this, this room where 
you saw the rifle light, do you remember if that door was open or, did you open the door? Or did 
he open the door? 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Um, I remember cracking open the door. 
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Deputy Steven Lombardi: Opening the door, just a little bit. 


Okay. When you saw the, when you saw the rifle light, what did, 
^vhanhought^Sinhroup your head at that point?

I don't see 
the holes in the wall. Um, he's going to start shooting. Why else would you charge your 
weapon; and when he did that, and I heard her scream, he's gonna, he's gonna shoot her. Now 
it's gone from, um, not shooting to shooting but I have to stop him. I, I have to stop the threat 
and I have to stop him from shooting her. That's why I shot. 


Okay. Uh, What would be the difference between, um, if he hadn't 
racked that round and you hadn’t heard that scream. How would you have reacted do you think 


at that time? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: 
There's no shots fired. 


I would’ve held the hallway and radioed that I, I've located him. 
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Deputy Steven Lombardi; Um, and just held and we would’ve been dealing with a barricaded 
subject. Um, but, like I said, when I heard her scream and I, I heard the rifle rack first and I 
heard her scream, I knew that he was, he's gonna go active and he was gonna start shooting. 

Okay. 

Deputy Steven Lombardi; Why else would you do that? 

Okay, and then, uh, we're, we're almost done with, with this part. 
Uh, so, once you started firing do you, do you know where you were? Can you remember where 
you were when you first started firing? 

Deputy Steven Lombardi; I want to say I popped out, um, and was like here. 

Okay. 

Deputy Steven Lombardi; Um, 'cause I saw him like right there. 

Okay. 

Deputy Steven Lombardi; I mean I, - 

You can go ahead and mark it.

Earlier you mentioned, uh, that you did a tactical reload 
thinking that if he came around the comer you would need to have a full magazine. Can you 
show me, uh, where that took place?

They couldn't hear me and I tried to get on the radio, um, I tried switching, 
um, to our repeated channel, uh, 'cause like you guys, you have the repeaters in your car, we put 
them in and I, I don't know if they heard me. I think I took my radio out at one point 'cause they 
couldn't hear me. I tried to put out information, um, and trying to direct them so they wouldn't 
end up over coming through here. I tried to direct them around to this side. 
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Deputy Steven Lombardi: And I remember seeing two guys coming up this way, um, I looked 
out the window and I saw two guys coming out from the west side.

Um, what's he 
got in there? Because everything just started to, it was like someone just, it, all this dust. Um, I 
remember saying 1199, shots fired 1199 and I remember pushing the button. And when I pushed 
the button I didn't hear the tone in my, in my ear piece and I pushed the button again, um, and 
then I, I t hink I did that first. And then, um, I, I think, that's, then, then later everyone showed 
up.

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Mm hmm. 

Uh, furst you thought it was, that it was maybe one of those fake calls and 
then you said it's the real deal. What, why, why did you think it was the real deal if you recall? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: I Just remember then, I just remember it was a dispatch as I'm 
trying to get my gear on. Um, ex-military, I thought she said Marine, um, I remember hearing, 
um, that he had a lot of ammo and all of sudden my, all I could I hear was my heart beat in my 
head and in my ears and that made me think that okay. Pathway Home, they wouldn't put it out 
as an active shooter if it wasn't that, um, if dispatch, I mean that’s what I remember dispatch, uh, 
and, um, did, I just remember them saying that, uh, I think they say it was a prior, prior, prior 
person there? Uh, prior client, um, but his, his the fact that he was, uh, prior military, um, he had 
guns. And I think she said he had an M4 on the radio, um, I knew that it was, that this was real 
deal, um, uh, they're broadcasting this, this is a real deal.

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Uh, I didn't know where he was at, um, and because he had a rifle, 
at a hundred, two hundred yard shot, is easy with a rifle. You can make those. I didn't, I was 
going slow because if I pulled up you can't miss my car, um, and I didn't, I, I was afraid that my 
CO, I was afraid when I got to the building that if I got there and I wasn't careful, he was gonna 
shoot my car up. There's nothing to protect me, uh, in my car. And, um. 



Thank you. Um, also you mentioned you hit your 1199 Button. 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: Mm hmm. 


Can you kind of explain what that is and why would somebody do 


that, or why we do that please. 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: Um, the 1199 Button is there for, it's usually pushed when you 
don't think you're gonna make it, and you're gonna lose the fight. All that dust in that room. I 
pushed it. I wanted more people there. I was by myself. 


Um, Thank you Steve. Fve got more questions. I'm sorry, um, you, you 
mentioned that you talked to somebody at the door who let you in. Do you recall what that 
individual said? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: I remember second floor to the right, um, I remember second floor 
to the right. 



And in, in your mind what is an active shooter? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi; An act, an active shooter is someone who goes, goes to a location 
and their intent is to kill people, and kill as many people as they can. Um, they're heavily armed, 
um, they bring rifles, they can bring, um, booby traps but their intent is to kill people, um, an 
active shooter is someone that wants to kill people and they usually don't care whether they make 
it or not. But their whole intent, their whole intent is to kill. 


Thank you. Um, there's a law enforcement, some sort of law enforcement 
on the groimds. Do you know if they're armed or not?

In, in, in your, it mentions you want to give 'em directions in. What, can 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: why. 

Why or please. 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: So, when you have, a subject that, that has, um, rifles and ammo, 
um, you wanna give the responding of, officers or deputies the safest entry point into the 
building. Um, then keep them, um, but I think I also broadcast the cutoff but then so watch the 
south and the west side of the building. You want, you want to tell them what areas are, are the 
danger zones for them to approach and what's a safe zone to approach in. Um, if you don't do 
that, arriving, arriving officers or deputies that come could potentially be in the, in the fire zone 
or in the, um, I know what you call it, um, could put themselves in a position when they're 
arriving and be ambushed or be, be, uh, shot. So you try and put out a safe entry point in so that 
guys can come in, um, to support you. Um. 

Right thank you. Anything else or we can go back to your questions? 

Yeah, we can come back to the questions. One thing that I do want 
to do is that, uh, just have you initial and these are the markings that you made on here and then 
basically just put kind of uh, what each one of the markings on your, uh, kinda stands for okay? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: Okay. 

So, uh, here’s a pen here, um, and then if you can just, you can just 
write down here, um, like path of travel, um, so we would know that the blue marking that you

In this case, there is video evidence that you have had an opportunity to 
view after giving your initial statement. Video evidence has limitations and may depict the 
events differently than you recall. It may not depict all the events as seen or heard by you. 

Video has a limited field of view and may not capture events normally seen by the human eye. 
The frame rate of video may limit the camera's ability to capture moments, movements, normally 
seen by the human eye. Lighting as seen on the video may be different than what is seen by the 
human eye. It is already two-dimensional medium and may not capture depth, distance or 
positional orientation as well as the human eye. Remember the vide, video evidence is intended 
to assist your memory and ensure that your statement explains your state of mind at the time of 
the incident.

Deputy Steven Lombardi: I just remember, um, I think the light was a streamline and I just 
remember seeing, um, the, the, I thought it was part of the barrel and I knew based on the light 
and the barrel and, it, it was a rifle. 

Deputy Steven Lombardi; Um, I don't remember if I saw the foregrip on it or not. Um, but I 
remember the angle was more like someone standing there, like, like this.

Okay. Can you describe what, um, the scream you heard, uh, can 
you, uh, how do you know for sure that it was a woman? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: It was a very high-pitched scream. 

Okay, so high-pitch scream. Okay. 

You mentioned rack. Can you explain what that means for-? 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: So when you charge, when you charge a rifle, uh, assuming it's an 
M4, uh, or any rifle, when you charge it, you have to pull the bolt back. There's a mechanism 
that allows you to pull it back, pull the bolt back and then you release it and it charges forward 
and it makes a very distinct sound when you charge a weapon and that's, that's, and you can, you 
can hear, you can even hear the round. Um, if you're, like when we're on a range, you can he^, 
um, the round feeding through, um, and most the time you can, you, you know when it's coming 
through. But when you hear that, you're, you're loading the, the weapon. 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: There's no, I mean, it's very distinct sound. You know when you 
pull that bolt back and it, it goes, uh, it goes ch, ch, we know you're loading a weapon.

Uh, so simply putting a magazine into a magazine fed rifle doesn't 
necessarily make it ready to fire? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: No. No, if you, if you, if well, we have what's called patrol ready. 
Um, you can insert the magazine into the, into the, into the, uh, weapon and, um, patrol ready for 
us is the bolt's forward and the magazine's inserted in. So all you have to do to load the weapon 
is to pull up, the charge handle back and let it go. 










Deputy Steven Lombardi: 


And then that chai ges the weapon. Urn - 
Okay. Uh, I think that covers it. 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: Correct. 

Okay. Um, just thinkin' about that room, I saw that, I, I’ve 
watched the video as well. So I see that the door is pushed open. Uh, do you remember if the 
door was self closing? Did, or did, do you think it was push close or did it have, like a 
mechanism like this door that automatically closes?

Deputy Steven Lombardi: So my area, I'm specifically covered, um, Yountville, I'm with, uh, 
it's a contract town. Um, there's a total of four of us, a sergeant and three deputies. Um, my 
responsibilities are to the town limits of Yountville. So I would take all, um, any kinda calls, 
um, uh, accidents. Um, the only place we don't take accidents is now on, on, on Highway 29, 
um, CHP's taking that over, um, to we take accidents and all kinds of, all reports, um, elder 
abuse, uh, domestic violence, battery, um, so we respond. That's always in, in the s, in the town 
limits of Yountville. 



Deputy Steven Lombardi: So 9 Edward 32 is my designator. Um, it started, the 9,1 think it 
just states, that it’s Yountville. Um, 32, uh, like we have a 9 Edward 3 so he's one deputy there, 
32 is the second deputy, I don't know why they went 34 but the graveyard guy is 34, so he’s not 
even a 34. The sergeant is, uh, 9 Edward 30, um, so he is the, um, so he's designated the 
supervisor.

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Uh, in the Valley, the other Valley units are 5, uh, uh, uh, I think 
David unit, 5, 5 indicates the SO, uh, the D or David is, indicates dayshift. Um, and then the 
number indicates their beat. Um, so 5 David 1, he may Bl, 5 David 2 is B2, 5 David 3 is the B3 
unit. Um, David 4 would be the north unit and David 10 would be the, um, s, shift supervisor. 
You want me to tell you what beats, the structure beats? 


Um, uh, so being that you're assigned to, 
to Yountville and you said there's, uh, three deputies and, and one sergeant, right? Uh, so where 
would your nearest backup generally be coming from?

Deputy Steven Lombardi: So we handle, um, all calls for service within the town limits. Um, 
any criminal cases, um, any, um, we'll do informational reports, um, any calls for service, if we 
get 911 call, we respond. Um, you get a call that they want, someone wants to talk to an officer, 
um, you go out there and you talk to the person that called.

Deputy Steven Lombardi: 


Um, so all calls for service. 


Okay. Um, prior to this assignment in Yountville, did you have 
any other assignments or have you always been in, in Yountville? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: So this is my second time in Yountville. Uh, I've been with the 
department for, cornin' up on 27 years. Um, my anniversary date will be, um, I think it's, the 
official date is 4/13 but I was sworn in on the 15th. Um, this is my second term in Yountville. I 
was in Yountville, I believe, from 2000 to 2002. Um, and I came back in, and I think, wanna say 
March of last year to Yountville. Uh, prior to that I worked the Valley, um, as a patrol deputy. I 
was an admin deputy for about 8 years, um, kinda jumpin' around, sorry.

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Uh, I've worked the boats up at Lake Berryessa, um, in the 
summertime. Um, I was a range instructor. Um, I was liaison for the mounted posse for about 
12 years. Um, can't think of anything else. 



Deputy Steven Lombardi: Yep, yeah. Oh, and and then because of my years in service and 
stuff. I'm, I'm considered a senior deputy. 



Deputy Steven Lombardi: Um, that's designated by, uh, the first stage is two stripes, the 
second stage is two stripes and a star. 
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Okay. Um, you got on it a little bit, I was gonna ask you about any 
specialty assignments, you mentioned that you were a range office and then a, you said a liaison 
to the mounted — 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Mounted posse.

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Um, just administrative deputy. 

Um, with that, the, those specialty assignments, did you 

have any specialized training? 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Um, as a range instructor we, we would, um, go over active 
shooter. We would just, um, we changed our whole, I was one of the, one of the instructors that 
was in on the ground floor for changing our range program.

Being a range officer, I would assume you spend a lot of time on

Deputy Steven Lombardi; Um, so when I, when I became a range instructor, um, I went, um, 
they, they had us, when we start changing the program and I, uh, we started to make the change 
and I was put in, I went to a school, um, uh, in Fairfield for the ra, for the, to become an 
instructor and you go through the course and then, uh, at the end of the course you put on a, a 
course of fire. Um, and then we went through Mike Taylor's training, um, which is, uh, 1 don't, I 
think it was 3 days. Um, and it's, it’s a high, high intensity training, um, drawing, constant drive, 
a lot of dry fire, a lot of practice with rifles, you know, dry fire. Um, positions, um, positions 
you carry the rifle in, how to transition from your rifle to your pistol, um, moving shooting, uh, 
target identification, um, um, a lot of, uh, boardw, they call it boardwalk tele, um, it's here on the 
boardwalk. You'll be, uh, some of the training that we did was we would move and shoot and 
we would do these volleys, um, and then there's, um. I'm not. I'm not doin' it justice. Uh, it was 
not an easy course. By the time you were done, your hands were all blistered and, I mean, guys 
looked like, uh, because you're, you're practicing your dry fire, you do building entries, um, we 
did building entry, a lot of building entries, uh, a lotta search stuff. Um -

Deputy Steven Lombardi: We deal with, with handgun and -with rifle. 


Okay. Um, can you kind of describe what type of training was given to 
you or, for, with the rifle inside buildings. 


Deputy Steven Lombardi; So they teach you how to, how to uh go through the doorway. 

How to, how to, um, carry, the position you carry your rifle in when you go through a doorway. 
Uh, you want me to describe that? 



Yeah. I noticed that your, your-your ah kinda doing this-can. 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: Okay.

Deputy Steven Lombardi: So, uh, they call it the imderarm assault position So, uh, like I’d 
say if you're going through a door you'd be in an arm assault position because you don't want 
your barrel to lead in, uh, to lead into the doorway because the bad guy can, uh, grab your 
muzzle or it'll indicate where you are and then if he sees that, it gives him, uh, an area of, uh, that 
you might be in where he can shoot you. So the underarm assault position is, um, you're 
basically here, um, you're on safe, um, your hand is on, on the fore grip and then, uh, you enter 
the room. Um, you try not to lead with your barrel and then you go around the comer. You clear 









your comers, um, for the room, uh, and this position is a very strong position because if they do 
grab it you have ways to, uh, move the rifle to, to try and break their grip. Um, instead of out 
here, um, there's not much strength in it. Here it's close to your body, it's in your torso, uh, up 
against your torso. So it's your underarm assault position.

Deputy Steven Lombardi: During an active shooter, um, uh, when you believe that someone 
has something that's, uh - well, if you're going to any kind of, any kind of call that involves, uh, 
a weapon and you're going to be searching or any kind of call that, um, uh, where you might be 
evacuating people where there's gunfire you would bring out your rifle. When you go to an 
armed robbery call, you're bringing out your rifle because you don't know what they're coming 
out with. Um- 


Okay. Thank you. Um, you also mentioned active shooter training. Can 
yoiHeinn^wna^pe of training you've received? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: So we've done simunitions on it. Um, we. I've been through 
several. I went to the simunitions training course, uh, they had in Napa. Uh and we done sim, 
simunitions training here in, in town, I mean in Napa, um, over the years, uh, for active shooter. 



Deputy Steven Lombardi: That involves uh, so if you don't know what simunitions are, 

simunitions are little, you're actually firing, firing, firing a paint projectile. Uh, so, it's, it's like 
doing the real thing but it just leaves you with a welt. If you're not wearing thick enough 
clothing and a, and a paint marker. 


You, you mentioned a, a Napa training, the first one you meant. 
Deputy Steven Lombardi: Simunitions? 

Simunition training you did. Do you remember how long that was? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: I don't remember how long the course was. Um, I think it was uh a 
week-long training. I'd say 3 to 5 days 'cause they go over, in the simunitions training, they go 
over um, all the safety gear and precautions. How to set it up, um, scenarios, uh, all the 
equipment that's required. The different zones, um, so that someone doesn't bring in live ammo 
into a training, in, into a training. 


Um, I know I’m kind of jumping back and forth. Going back to your 
range instructor, um, did you ever put on trainings? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: Yes. 








As a - Can you explain? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: So, uh, during, during the trainings we would have, uh, deputies 
come up and we would train 'em to walk, to do room entries with uh, their handguns, with rifle. 
Uh everyone went through a 3-day, minimum 3-day training course where you actually teach 
them how to draw the weapon and draw your handgun and then how to, uh, transition from your, 
you know, carry your rifle, the different positions of carry. Uh, underarm assault at the ready uh, 
let it hang, um, keeping one hand on it. 


Can you, uh, can you explain those? 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Okay, so I explained the underarm assault already. 

Correct. 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: So at the ready means your, your, your rifle is here and when 
you're searching or you're moving your rifle's here so that when you come up it's, if your down, 
if your way down here it's, it's, it takes too long. So at the ready means you're ready if something 
comes up, uh, a threat comes up you'd come up, you'd come up from here. Um, let it hang is just 
basically you're standing there and your rifle's hanging. It's slung, it's hanging your, and your, 
and your hand is just, it's on the rifle soft doesn't bounce aroxmd. Weapon is always on safe. 

Um, the weapon stays on safe imtil you're ready to fire, um 


Okay, thank you. Um, and being a range instructor, uh, do you know 
what, this may sound like a s-, do you know what, what rounds will do downrange? Or, uh- 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: Sure, yes. 



Can you explain? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: So what roimds do you want to know about? 



A rifle's. 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: Okay, so a rifle, a rifle is a very high-powered weapon. Uh, it will 
penetrate body armor. It will penetrate sides of cars. Um, it will go through these walls. These 
walls won't do anything to just stop it. Um, it's a very high-powered round traveling at prob, uh, 
approximately depending on what, on what round it is, um, uh, thousands of feet per second. 

Um, they have a distance, uh, of 2 or 300 yards depending on the weapon. The larger the caliber, 
like a 308, is also used for snipers, um. It, it's a large round, a heavy round, will travel through, 
uh, material very easily, um, a very devastating weapon. Um, I know when a 223 hits you, um, 
it, um, some, some of the training we had, the round, um, doesn't just go right thi'ough you. It 
tumbles and creates a large wound cavity, and with that large wound cavity, you have a lot of 
bleeding. Um, so depending on where you get hit, um, it does a tremendous amount of damage. 
So if you were hit, to get hit in the torso, um, it would, the, the round would basically go, even 
with the Kevlar vest on, uh, that we wear, the body armor we wear, it'd go through and out the 








other end. Um, and as the round travels, I believe it, it'll start to tumble or fragment in, into, into, 
um, in, in whatever it's hitting, depending on what it's hitting, um, but it leaves a large wound 
cavity, which means you, you can bleed out and you die. It's a devastating round.

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Sure. 

— on that, the difference between a, a 223 and a 308, which one is 

bigger? 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: The 308 is way, is, is bigger. 

Um, and which one, uh, obviously, it depends on where something 
or somebody was hit, but in general, would the 308 do more damage than the 223? 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Oh, absolutely. It, a 223 is like a high-powered 22, but - 

The 308 generally, like if it was used for hunting, what would, 
what would the, um, the game it would be used for? 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Deer, elk — 

Okay. 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: - um, boar - 

Okay. 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: 


-um- 


So it has more stopping power than say a 223? 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: - oh, yeah, way more stopping power, so.

Did you ever get uh 
specific training that, um, had to do with like the difference between reacting to a, a hostage 
situation versus, uh, reacting to a active shooter situation? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: Yes. 
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Okay, you mentioned before that your first intent was to just 
contain the shooter there and then you heard it, uh. You heard that gun rack - 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Yes. 

- then you transitioned into - 
Deputy Steven Lombardi: I heard the gun rack - 

— and you, and the scream. 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: -1 heard the scream. 

Yeah and then you transitioned into wanting to stop that threat. 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Yes. 

Is that consistent with the training that you had? 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Yes. 

Uh, do you remember if that was through the Napa Sheriffs 
)epartment or if it was through another agency? 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Um, the Napa Sheriffs Department. 

Okay. 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: I, I haven't been a full-time peace officer in any other agency other 
than as a reserve in Belmont.

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Oh, correct that, I did a year and a half there as a reserve.

I have a patch on the left arm that says Napa County Sheriff, patch on the 
right arm. I carry a badge on my left, uh, left chest, um, and then my name's embroidered on the 
right side. I have, uh, my full duty gear, um, and on my duty, do you want?

Deputy Steven Lombardi: So on, on my duty gear, um, on the right side, um, I have my, uh, 
my 1911, uh Kimber 1911, it's a 45 caliber gun, um. Then I have my pepper spray. I have my 
cuffs. This is moving from right to left. 



Okay. 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: Um, uh, I have, uh, my magazines. I have three uh 45 magazines, 
um. I have a tourniquet. I have a radio and then I have my flashlight, and my keychain is back 
here, like behind my right back, side of my back. 



And then under your uniform, you wear soft body armor? 













Deputy Steven Lombardi: So I wear, yeah, I wear, um, I wear a Kev, a Kevlar, uh, body 
armor with a trauma plate and then I wear a black tee shirt. 

Okay, that body armor, what, what does that body armor designed 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: It's just, uh, designed to stop handgun rounds, like 45, 9- 
millimeter, 357 because, uh- 




- okay and you mentioned the trauma plate. 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: - yes. 



Uh, what's the purpose of the trauma plate? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: The trauma plate's to protect the heart because even though the 
round hits you in the chest, the actual blunt force trauma can cause your heart to stop. So that 
helps spread that out around that area. 

Okay, um, you mentioned your, uh, your handgun, the, it's a 
Kimber 1911 45 caliber. Is that, uh, is that your primary weapon that you carry?

Deputy Steven Lombardi: So, uh, it's a semi-auto pistol, um. The 191 lis, is a single action 
gun, which means you have to, um, have the hammer cocked back for it to fire, uh. When you 
load the weapon, or you load the handgun, you insert the magazine into the, um, the base of the 
pistol grip, or the base of the grip, um, and you'll hear a click, um, and that's the little, um, 
magazine release holding the magazine in place, um. You draw the weapon, um, usually, if we 
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load and unload it's in the barrel, a special barrel. Um, you draw the slide back and let it go 
forward, um. That, that opens the, uh, that comes back and then the, the forward motion of the 
slide draws a round into the chamber, um. That weapon's designed to, uh, they call it locked and 
cocked. It's designed to be carried, uh, with a safety on, and, uh, and then bolstered. There's a 
grip safety on the back of the, where the webbing of the hand is and there's a thumb safety, and 
then there's also an internal safety, um, that if you were to drop the handgun, the firing pin 
wouldn't come forward, uh, and discharge a round. So it's, it's a pretty safe firearm. 


Okay, Um, can you tell me how many rounds that you load into 


each magazine. 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: So each magazine that I have carries eight rounds and only carry 
one in the chamber, so for a total of nine.

It's a 
mid-ride. Um, it has, uh, a retention for, so if you were just to put it, when you put it into the, 
into the gun, there's the friction retention and theres also a button that you press to the side, and, 
um, if you try and pull the gim up and press the button, you can't get the gun out. So you, um, 
typically, I push down, press the button, and pull out as you're pressing the button so you can 
draw the firearm. 

Okay, um, do you carry a backup weapon? 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: I do. I carry a 38.

Deputy Steven Lombardi: That is my personal weapon. 

What's the purpose of carrying a backup weapon? 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: So if, um, you, if you, if for some reason, your primary handgun 
fails, you have another, another firearm, or if you can't get to your, your primary, um, weapon, 
and you have to, um, and you're in a life threatening situation and you, you can't use that gun, 
then the secondary’s there to use. 

Okay. 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: The backup's there. 

And, uh, I think you, you indicated that it was on, in your left 
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cargo pocket. 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Yeah. 

Is that where you carry it? Okay. 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Yes. 

Um, was anything defective that, any equipment that you were 
carrym^hat^^ouncn^ledge?

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Deputy Steven Lombardi: Uh, it's a baton ring, actually, because I carry a wooden stick. I 
don't carry the ASP. So, um, I, it, I guess for lack of a better term, drop, drop leg mag pouch, 
um. It basically, it's, um, it's a, um, a clip, um, uh, it's a clip that will lock in place and I got it 
first because I have horses and it, it's, once you walk in place, it stays locked. So, um, I basically 
connect that to the baton ring, and then I have a strap that goes around my leg and connects it to 
keep the thing from flopping all over the place, and it'll hold two, two rifle magazines and two 
pistol magazines.

There’s two 
slots, one for a shotgun, one for a rifle. We don't really use a shotgun anymore. Uh, it's in a, like 
it's a handcuff style lock, urn, and the butt of the magazine, uh. I'm sorry, the butt, the butt of the, 
um, the butt stock goes into a, uh, metal piece, uh. The rifle is put vertically and this handcuff 
clamp comes onto it. 



Okay. All right, uh, and, uh, can you describe the, the rifle you 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: I carry, um, a, what's called an M4. I believe it's made by Rock 
River Arms, um. It is, the stock is adjustable, um. It has, uh, the ability to take a, uh, 30-round 
magazine that we only carry 28 rounds in it, uh, typically, um. It has, uh, a thumb safety on the 
left side, um, a magazine release button on the right side of the weapon, um. It has a dust cover 
to protect the bolt from, from dust, um. It has a fore grip, uh. On my, on my fore grip, I have, 
um, a sling attachment, um, and it's a two-point sling, um. It goes from the, uh, right, right 
below my back where my pistol stock is where the sling attaches there, and then it attaches by a, 
like a push button, um, uh, device. 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: Yeah, it's quick, yeah, it's a quick release, um. At the, uh, end of 
my rifle, I have a, uh, light. 

Okay, is this your rifle or is it a department rifle? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: It's a department rifle. 

Is it normally, uh, so, is this, the normal patrol car that you were 
driving, is this the normal patrol car that you drive every day?

Deputy Steven Lombardi: After seeing that video, I can tell you I was right in line with the 
second shot.

I mean I, if I had stayed where I was I, I 
would've been shot. 


Oh, I'm sorry. Um, I forgot my train of thought there. But having 
seen that video and seeing what occurred, can you describe the, the rate of fire of the suspect? 
Was it, um, like one shot after another or was it, uh, in a slow sequence, or was it rapid fire or 
even in bursts? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: So watching the video I saw 2 rounds come out, but my memory 
for, um, was there was a lot of gunfire at one point, a high rate of gunfire and that's when that, 
that white fog was in the, was in the, in the hallway. 


So it was pretty rapid fire? 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: It sounded like it, yeah. 

Okay. Um, do you remember if there was, uh, rapid fire and, and 
any breaks, or the rapid fire again, or do you remember it in, uh, any particular sequence? 











Deputy Steven Lombardi: No, I just know there was, I just, I just remember him, I, I 

remember firing into the door and then moving and hearing gunfire and seeing, seeing the hole, 
um, and then, uh, additional gunfire. 


Okay. What, what was your sequence of fire? Um, did you fire 
everything rapidly at the same time, or did you take several shots, pause, uh, take more shorts? 
Can you just describe, uh, what you remember? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: So, what 1 remember, um, is I fired into the door where he was last 
positioned and then from there I moved. Um, then I, uh, I retreated, I retreated back. I don't 
remember if I re-engaged him or not. Um, I watched the video. Um, 1 saw that, that back, 
further back I was, I fired, I know 1 fired a round because I can see the casing come out. Um, I 
think that was in defense of him firing, because that whole hallway, that whole hallway became 
nothing but a light fog. And I know that's typically, um, what some active shooters do when they 
assault. So, um, well then 1,1,1 can, I can conclude by seeing myself in the video is that 1 was 
defending, expecting him to come around the comer shooting and I was shooting at it to defend 
myself. 


Okay. So, uh, I don't wanna put any words in your mouth, but

Um, to um, uh, people that go out in the field and interview family members to find 
out info we call intelligence on, um, on the individual that may be barricaded or suicidal. Um - 



Okay. Um, to a 40-hour class you attend, did you attend? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: I, I did and there's also ongoing training.

Deputy Steven Lombardi: Um, so um, you're required to get so many hours in a year, um, of 
training, um, our team, uh, we'll work with the, the police department and do, put scenarios on 
and talk about different topics. Um, talk about different, um, scenarios. We'll go to a, uh, a 
weeklong conference with different scenarios, different incidents, actual incidences that, um, 
deal vdth, um, a whole gamut of, of, uh, stuff that negotiators would come across. But they're 
actual incidents and debriefs.

Active shooter is 
someone going out and his intent is to kill people and take as many people, um, and kill as many 
people as he can. 


And then you said try to contain him. Um, if he's, do you need to know 
where he's at, or he or she's at? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: Yes. 



Okay and, and in a hostage, in a HNT scenario, is that what you? 


Deputy Steven Lombardi: So in an HNT scenario, um, usually the subject's contained to one 
area. You know, you have an idea of where he's at. Most of the time you have an idea, 
sometimes you don't, sometimes you have a general area, but you'll try. If you can't get him on 
the phone, you'll try and hail him on, on a speaker. Um, but if, if he's contained and you know 
where he's contained, then you can kinda, you can deal with him there. 


In this situation, did you know where this individual was? 

Deputy Steven Lombardi: I did not. 

Okay. Why do we have HNT, or CNT? Why do we, as a department 



Deputy Steven Lombardi: Because if it goes, uh, so that you can, you can, um, save the-. 
Even, even though he's committed a crime, you have to try and bring him out peacefully. We're 
not here, we're not peace officers here to, to kill people, to take lives. Our job is to save people. 
And, and HNT you try and talk the guy, the man or the woman out of what they're doing and, 
and try and get 'em to surrender peacefully instead of using violence.

Deputy Steven Lombardi: So if it goes from static to active, you have to engage.
